Mr. Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my report on the health of the Rural 
District of Disley for the year ended December 31st 1961. 


The estimated population at mid-year 1961 was 3,170 which was an 
increase of 140 over the population at mid-year 1960. Live-births increased 
from 37 in 1960 to 40 in 1961 and the crude birth-rate was 12.6 per 1,000 
population. This crude rate can be adjusted for comparison with other areas 
by using the Registrar General's comparability factor and the adjusted birth- 
rate was 13.9. The corresponding rate for England and Wales was 17.4 per 
1,000 population. There were no infant deaths and 1 stillbirth in 1961, in 
1960 there were 2 infant deaths and 2 stillbirths. Deaths from all causes 
totalled 42 compared with 34 in 1960 and the adjusted death-rate was 12.7 
per 1,000 population compared with 12.0 per 1,000 population for England and 
Wales. There was 1 death from cancer of the lung and bronchus compared with 
2 in 1960 and 2 in 1959. Deaths from coronary disease increased to 9 from 7 
in 1960 and 5 in 1959. 


There was an outbreak of measles during the year, in accordance with the 
natural pattern of this illness. There were no new cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis compared with 1 in 1960 and 1 in 1959. ‘There were no new cases 
of non-pulmonary tuberculosis - this is the fifth successive year without a 
case of this nature. There was no death from either form of the disease. 


Envirdmental factors affecting the health of the community continued to 
receive close supervision by your inspector. In particular it may be noted 
that once again there was 100% inspection of all meat slaughtered in the 
district. 


In conclusion, I should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the 
Health Committee for their continued interest in all health matters and I 
Should also like to thank the officers of the Council for their ready and 
valuable help throughout the year.

Samples of effluent from boti: disposal works taken during the 
year by the Mersey River Board were found to be generally

The Mersey River Board in 1960 asked this Council to 
consider the acceptance of sewage from the Hague Bar area of 
New Mills Urban District intc the Waterside Sewage Disposal
